that he is a soul winner. I believe 
that a pastor who does not win 
souls and who does not lead his 
people to win souls toes not justi! 


his support. I belie, 
gelist deserves the support of God's 
people only in proportion as_ he 
does the work of an evangelist, 
with the blessing and power of God 
upon him in soul winning and in 
leading others to win souls. And so, 
on the same basis, I believe that 
every missionary, if he asks the 
support of God's people, should 
prove himself a soul winner. 

Once I spent a month broad- 
casting with a noble radio preach- 
er who is greatly loved and honor- 
ed all-over America. This good 
radio“preacher raised thousands 
of dollars for a missionary society. 
A missionary representative who 
came to take part in one or two 
broadcasts and to receive the gifts 
raised by the radio. evangelist 
said to me one day, “Dr. Rice, you 
ought to have a missionary to 
support.” 

I replied that I had long felt so 
myself, and that I had been con- 
tinually looking for some mission- 
ary who would be as sacrificial 
and earnest about soul winning on

He answered that he had been 
member of a gospel team for 
two summers of his Bible institute 
training. In services conducted by 
the quartet during two summers, 
two different people had claimed

| Without intending any reflec- 
ition on the sincerity of the young 
'man, I say frankly that I was 
‘astonished! How any one could 
' think that he would be equipped 
'and qualified as a missionary in 
| Africa when he had never per- 
sonally led one soul to Christ, I 


could not see. I still feel the same 
way. I think that young man 
ought never to have been accepted 
as a foreign missionary candidate 
until he had proved himself a soul 
winner. Whether he lacked in con- 
cern or whether he did not under- 
stand the Scriptures well enough 
to use them in soul winning, or 


whether he knew nothing of the 
power of the Holy Spirit, I cannot 
say. I simply know that he was 
not a very good Christian if he 
did not win souls, and he dead 
certain could not be a very good 
missionary. Crossing the ocean 


does not make soul winners! 


I heard a gray-haired preacher 
in Texas once say that he had 
never personally won a soul to 
Christ, and he would not know 
what to say to a lost sinner if he 
should try to win one. He loved 
to preach in the pulpit but had 
never personally won a soul! I 
think that is bad in a pastor, l 
think it equally bad in a foreign 
missionary. I think that money

In the early 1940’s I became 
greatly interested in the China In- 
land Mission and felt that perhaps 
I should give liberally to that mis- 
sion enterprise. I had been greatly 
blessed by the life story of Hud- 
son Taylor. I had rejoiced in the 
great blessing which had been 
poured out in the past on that 
faith mission. But I checked up 
and found that the annual reports 
of the mission indicated only thir- 


teen converts per missionary for 
an entire year.“"That meant all 
the converts on the field. If na- 


tional pastors and evangetists and 
those already won to Christ did 
anything at all to win souls, then 
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it is probable that every full-time 
foreign missionary on the field av- 
eraged winning not over five or 
six souls in a year’s time! I feel 
that that is scandalous. 


Do not misunderstand me. I think 
that there are pastors in the 
homeland just as negligent and 
powerless and fruitless as that. lI 
talked a few days ago to a man 
who wanted to be an evangelist, 
yet within the last year he had 
only baptized some five converts 
in his present pastorate. (I think 
he had won some others to Christ 
who were not baptized.) 

But I do not believe it is pro- 
fitable use for the Lord’s money 
if it takes from $300 to $500 to 
win a soul to Christ. I have known 
many, many lay Christians who 
win far more than thirteen souls 
a year. I knew a little seamstress 
in Dallas, Texas, who won over 
300 in one year. I knew two young 
men without any special training, 
high school graduates, who to- 
gether won more than 500 people 
in personal contact in one sum- 
mer. My wife and my secretary 
each often win more than thirteen 
souls in a year’s time. 

It costs the same to be a soul 
winner abroad as it costs at home. 
But all the promises work just 
as well in Africa or India or Jap- 
an or Korea or the Philippine Is- 
lands as they work in the United 
States. The power of the Holy 
Spirit is the same. The power 
of the Word of God is the same. 
Both at home and abroad it is 
sometimes “in season,” and it is 
sometimes “out of season.” Some- 
times it is time for sowing. And 
at other times it is time for reap- 
ing. But God’s power, God’s Gos- 
pel, God’s promises, God's Great 
Commission are just the same. It 
is not fair to appeal for the sup- 
port of missions when it does not 
mean soul winning. And it is an 
unworthy appeal to plead for the 
support of missionaries who them- 
selves do not win souls enough 
to justify their support. 

When I say this about mission- 
aries, I say the same thing about 
pastors, about evangelists, about 
Bible teachers. The Lord Jesus 
Christ is concerned, first of all, 
with keeping people out of Hell. 
The Great Commission is laid 
plamly on the conscience of ev- 


ery born-again Christian. Not to 
win souls is not to please God. 
To be content with a few souls 


when we might win many is sin. 
God's work ought to appeal for 
support from God’s people on the 
basis of the souls that are won 
and the people that are fitted 
to win souls and sent out to win 
souls. 

I believe that the Sword of the 
Lord in its missionary enterpri- 
ses justifies the support of God's 
people by winning many, many 
souls. Last year 93 people were 
saved through sermons read in 
THE SworD oOF THE LORD and 
wrote to say so. Surely many were 
saved who did not write. We trust 
that hundreds’ found Christ 
through these sermons. Again, we 
heard from 726 people who took 
Christ as Saviour through all 
the Sword literature (that is, 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD and our 
books and pamphlets) in the Eng- 
lish language. And tens of thou- 
sands of others claimed Christ in 
twenty-two foreign fields through 
the Sword of the Lord literature, 
On the basis of soul-winning con- 
cern and soul-winning results, mis- 
sion enterprises ought to make 
their appeal, or so it seems to this 
unworthy editor. 


Il. To Expect God’s Blessing 
Because of “a Mission Pro- 
gram” Is Unjustified 
and Unscriptural 

Note carefully what I say. I do 
not say that churches ought not 
generally to have some clear and 
definite part in soul-winning work. 
I feel that according to the Scrip- 
tures every Christian ought to be 
interested in getting the Gospel to 
as many people as possible, both 
at home and abroad. I am not a- 
gainst a good scriptural mission 
program that works according to 
God's plans. But to suppose that 
there is some magic simply in 
giving money to-“missions” that 
pleases God more than _§ giving 
money to some other work of 
God is a presumption not any- 
where justified by the Scriptures. 
And any appeal to support a “mis- 
sion program” in order to have 
God’s favor on the work of a 
church or of a radio broadcast is, 
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the brand-new book of sermons 
on the crucifixion, Watching Jesus 
Die, by the editor. We have rushed

There are several reasons why a 
“mission program” itself may not 
bring God’s blessings and may 
well be an unworthy appeal. 


. God Is Not More Interested in 
Souls on the Other Side of 
the World Than Right 
Where You Are 


I said that the term “missions” 


is sO glamorous that it covers a 
multitude of sins. And so, by 


continued propaganda, people have 
come to suppose that a missionary 
loves the Lord more than one 
who works in the homeland, that 
a missionary sacrifices more than 
ane who wins souls in the home- 
land, and that missionary money 


money used for soul winning 
home. People have come to believe 
that God is more concerned about | 
Saving a soul in Africa than in| 
the United States. However. 
is no teaching like that in the Bi- 
ble. 

In fact, the whole matter of 
dividing up the territory and giv- 


ing more ‘honor and more im- 
portance to the territory away 
from home is simply not men- 


tioned in the Bible. 

The simple fact is that the soul- 
Winning efforts described in the 
New Testament are primarily lo- 
cal efforts in a local situation. 
We learn how Paul and Barna- 
bas, for example, went on a great 
missionary journey and won souls. 
But we hear nothing about a mis- 
sion board or missionary education 
and propaganda, and almost noth- 
ing about missionary collections! 
Quite a lot is said about raising 
money for the poor saints at Jeru- 
salem, and Paul writes to the 
Philippians with great joy that 
they have sent him help in jail. 
But in all this it seems to be 
clearly understood that everyone 
is to try to win those who are 
next to him. The man who lives 
next door to me is more impor- 
tant in my soul-winning plans 
than anybody who lives further 
away. I think that is because I can 
reach him more easily, he knows 
me better, he is my responsibility. 
Certainly nothing in the Bible jus- 
tifies the idea that God is more 
concerned about a mission pro- 
gram supporting missionaries on 
the other side of the world than 
He is about soul winning at home.

2. A “Mission Program” Does Not 
Necessarily Obtain the Favor of 
God Because the Mission 
Program May Not Be 
Worthy of Support 
There are “mission programs” 
again “mission programs,” 
ago at the Sword of 
the Lord offices we sent back 
'$2,500 already paid to us, as I 
recall, for advertising by a 
“mission agency.” This mission a- 
gency was asking money for 
schools, for an orphanage, for 
medical missions, -and for soul- 
winning work. But investigation 
proved that there was very little 
of either orphanage or _ school 
work, and almost no soul-winning 
work at all. When fellow mission- 
aries complained that the director 
of the mission smoked cigarettes, 
he thought that was not impor- 
tant. When some accused him of 
drinking whisky, he said it was 
prescribed by his doctor! By. re- 
ports from the government of the 
country involved, by the reports of 
a number of fellow missionaries, 
and then by actual investigation 
in the land, we were compelled 
to decide that the work was not 
worthy of support and we could 
not even publish ads for the mis- 
sion in THE SworpD OF THE LORD. 
Obviously any money given to 
that “mission program” would not 
earn special favor in Heaven a-« 
bove soul-winning efforts at home. 
Oh, there are some blessed sac- 
rificial missionaries, filled with 
the Spirit and burning themselves 
out in zeal for God and for souls. 
Thank God for every one-of them! 
Yesterday I received a report from 
a mission in Mexico of which I 
count it a very great honor to 
be a director. The blessed man of

And in the 
average school, a teacher may not 
even read the twenty-third Psalm 
or John 3:16, nor open the day’s 
work with prayer! 

All over America it is becoming 


more and more difficult for a 
preacher to get an_ invitation 
to give a gospel message 


in assembly. In thousands of 
schools a group of Christian stu- 
dents may not even use a school 
room for a prayer and testimony 
meeting at noon, or after hours. 
And good pastors sometimes find 
a tremendous problem in getting 
co-operation even to have _ re- 
leased time religious instructions, 
when students may go to their 
own churches to be taught the 
Word of God. It is increasingly 
apparent that education in Ameri- 
ca is turning more and more anti- 
Christian and secular. Thoughtful 
people know that one hour in Sun- 
day School on Sunday cannot bal- 
ance nor undo nor counteract all 
the false teaching and all the 
wrong emphasis of 25 or 30 hours 
of teaching in godless public 
schools during the week.

There 
is small reason for any pastor or 
Christian worker to complain a- 
bout lack of opportunities to reach 
children with the Gospel until he 
really takes advantage of the op- 
portunity offered during the sum- 
mer vacation. 


Note the following wonderful 
facts about Daily Vacation Bible 
Schools and you will begin to 
glimpse the great opportunities: 

1. The average church can have 
as many children in a Daily Va- 
cation Bible School every day, 
three hours a day, five days a 
week, for two weeks, a total of 
30 hours of instruction, as they 
can get in their Sunday School 
from the junior high age down. 
In fact, many churches find they 
can enlist far more children in 
their Daily Vacation Bible School 
than they can enlist of the same 
ages in their Sunday School. A 
in Miami with less than 
500 members had over 600 in daily 
attendance at Daily Vacation Bi- 
ble School!

4. With a little care and selling, 
the highest grade teachers and 
leaders can be secured to work 
in the D. V. B. S., who will give 
time freely. 


What Are the Blessed Results 
to Be Expected From Daily 
Vacation Bible School? 
There are many great results 
that can be obtained in a good 

Vacation Bible School. 

First, there may be very strong 
Bible teaching in all three forms: 
Bible stories, Bible doctrine, and 
Bible memory work. With daily 
sessions it is possible to do the 
kind of intensive teaching and 
memory drill not easy to do in 
Sunday School and to sustain the 
interest in such a way as is not al- 
ways possible in Sunday School. 

Second, there is all the blessing 
of songs, choruses, prayer, spiritu- 
al help and inspiration. 

Third, there is a wonderful tie 
in of the sympathies and interest 
to the regular church services and 
program. Pupils get to feel at 
home in the church building, get to 
know the pastor, get to know their 
prospective Sunday School teach- 
ers. And in most cases, parents 
who never have been inside the 
church where Bible School ses- 
sions are held will come to the 
closing exercises to see. their 
children take part. And they have 
a genuine feeling of respect and 
gratitude toward the church that 
does so much to keep the child- 
ren off the streets in the summer- 
time and so arouses their interest 
in constructive and helpful things. 

Fourth, the Daily Vacation Bible 
School will do more to cure child 


delinquency than anything else 
that can be done within two 
weeks’ time. 

Fifth, and best of all, every 


Daily Vacation Bible School which 
is really planned and pushed ad- 
equately will result in the actual 
saving of precious souls, boys and 
girls and young people who are 
won to Jesus Christ and who 
in saving 


faith, 

Often parents will be saved, as 
well as children. 

In one Southern church last 
year, parents who came just to 
use their cars and to do a com- 
munity service sat in on the child- 
ren’s lessons and were won to 
Christ. In many Daily Vacation 
Bible School closing exercises, pub- 
lic invitation is given for the par- 
ents as well as others to claim 
Christ as Saviour, with blessed 
results. And nearly any child who 
can be enlisted to come and take 
part in 30 hours of instruction 
and singing and fellowship and 
prayer and handicraft can be won 
to Christ. 


How to Have a Daily Vacation 
Bible School 


Let us make a few suggestions 
here about how to have a Daily 
Vacation Bible School. 

We suggest that, for the first 
summer, you start with a two- 
week school. Have daily sessions 
from 9 till 12 noon, five days 
a week, for two weeks. That will 
total 30 hours of instruction. 

Most churches find that soon 
after the day school closes for 
the summer is a good time for 
the Daily Vacation Bible School. 
Before the children scatter for 
camp or vacation visits it is good 
to get them into a Daily Vaca- 
ion Bible School. 

However, in some cases church- 
es will find it wise to postpone 
the D. V. B. S. until August. If 
other nearby churches have had 
their Daily Vacation Bible School 
in the first part of the summer, 
then later in the summer children 
will have had a fling at freedom, 
there will not be so much com- 
petition with other Daily Vacation 
Bible Schools going on at the 
same time, and sometimes it is 
better for churches in neighboring 
areas to have schools at different 
times and so supplement each oth- 
er instead of competing. 

How to get the workers? Call 
for volunteers in the churches. 
Many Sunday School department 
heads and Sunday School teachers 
will be glad to volunteer. It will 
give them a great opportunity to 
contact new prospects for their 
classes. A good many housewives 
will sacrifice to give the mornings 
of those two weeks. Some men 
in the church will plan their va- 
eations so they can help with the 
Daily Vacation Bible School. Men 
will be needed to run church buses 
or cars, to teach handicrafts for 
boys. Men can teach junior boys 
and junior high school boys bet- 
ter than women can in many cas- 
ses. If the pastor and the leader- 
ship of the church make much 
of the Daily Vacation Bible 
School, the best people in the 
church can often be enlisted to 
help in the work. 


D.V.B.S. Program and 
Literature 


Literature for the Daily Vaca- 
tion Bible School can be secured 
from most denominational publish- 
ing houses, and from the _ best 
sound independent Christian pub- 
lishers. I am told that the litera- 
ture supplied by the Scripture 
Press, 434 South Wabash, Chicago; 
by the Gospel Light Press, 1214 
South Brand Boulevard, Glen- 
dale 4, California; and by the 
Herald Press at Scottdale, Penn- 
sylvania, are especially fine. All 
good publishers will be glad to an- 
swer inquiries, send sample ma- 
terial and catalogues. 

There will be some variation in 
the suggested program. But it 
may run something like this: 

15 minutes for opening exerci- 
ses, singing, prayer, etc. 

45 minutes for a Bible story 
period.

15 minutes for memory work, 
memorizing Scriptures from lists 
carefully prepared ahead of time, 

Perhaps 30 minutes with a 
workbook, filling in answers from 
the Scriptures, or pasting in pic- 
tures, or drawing certain things 
that fit in with the lesson. 


Some D. V. B. S. programs allow 
time for what is called worship 
which may include anything from 
a little devotional talk to Bible 
teaching, prayer, the taking of 
the offering, etc. It certainly ought 
not to be a so-called formal wor- 
ship service, and it ought not to in- 
clude a so-called worship center, 

We do not think that handi- 
craft work ought to be the most 
important part of the Daily Va- 
cation Bible School. Yet if ap- 
proximately 30 minutes can be 
given to handicraft at the close of

Perhaps I should give a factual 
word in this Preface answering 
the deluded optimists who will 
charge that I have overstated the 
case, that Hollywood is not as bad 
as formerly, that movies are moral- 
ly “better than ever.” 

Just last week (this .paragraph 
is being written May 17, 1955) 
the executive secretary of the Na- 
tional League of Decency, Rev. 
Thomas F. Little, let loose a blast 
at the Hollywood Film Production 
Code, charging that their tendency 
toward leniency is resulting in a 
“tremendous increase’ of objec- 
tionable films. He declared that 
the motion picture producers “as 
a matter of deliberate policy have 
been contracting for a consider- 
able amount of literary material 
which is gravely offensive to the 
moral law. Littie by little the 
screen has come in an increasing 
measure to be colored with dra- 
matic incidents of a kind that 
formerly were carefully avoided.” 

Dick Williams, the Los Angeles 
Mirror-News entertainment edit- 
or, commenting on the priest’s 
accusations, said, “The Legion of 
Decency is completely right in its 
view that the movies are changing. 
Anyone who has watched new 
pictures consistently as I have, has 
seen the gradual change in the last 
year or two. Producers are getting 
away with a lot more than they 
did before. In some instances this 
has made for harder-hitting, adult 
pictures. In others, it has contri- 
buted little save sensationalism 
and cheap appeal.’ No one in his 
right mind would deny that both 
Little and Williams are authori- 
ties on the matter, friendly to 
the industry. 


Williams gives MGM’s film, 
“Tea and Sympathy,” dealing 
with “a boy of homosexual ten- 


dencies,” as a current example. 

He blames greed for gold, the 
cornerstone of the entire business, 
for the tendency. Says he, “The 
trouble is now, and always has 
been, that fast, make-a-buck, 
shoestring producers abuse any 
privilege ...tI saw the preview 
of a new picture, ‘Mr. Roberts,’ 
last week which illustrated what 
Father Little meant. Some _ of 
the lines, while not smutty, per- 
haps, were still a lot broader than 
a movie could have used hereto- 
fore. I refer to Ensign Pulver’s 
plans to seduce a visiting Navy 
nurse with the aid of a bottle of 
home concocted Scotch.” 

He frankly confesses that the 
situation for improvement in film 
morals seems hopeless since the 
Hollywood Film Production Code 
“is actually supported by the 
studios and it can’t help but re- 
flect their interests and desixes in 
the long run.” If you can imagine 
Kentucky bootleggers setting up 
a Board to protect the morals and 
purity of bootlegging, you can 
imagine the kindred situation in 
the movie colony. Unfortunately, 
Hollywood movies will not get 
better, only worse! Good Chris- 
tians can conscientiously do noth- 
ing less than turn their backs 
upon the entire business, as I 
will prove in this book.* 

So, the gradual change in Holly- 
wood movies is not in the direc- 
tion of decency, virtue and right- 
eousness, but down the primrose 
path of impurity, suggestiveness, 
lewdness and immorality. Movies 
are getting worse, not better! Such 
is the conclusion of those in the 
best position to know all the 
facts. I would suggest that every 
young person make the resolution 
David did, “I will set no wicked

of genuine sacrifice and great la- 
bors. In primitive conditions, in 
a new field, the mission had won 
more than 400 converts, I think, 
in the last year, at an average 
cost of approximately $70 per con- 
vert won from Catholicism or hea- 
thendom. Many, many missionaries 
are godly, spiritual, sacrificial soul 
winners, and they deserve not on- 
ly our support and our prayers, 
but the highest honor. But so, 
of course, do many soul winners 
in America, The fact that a church 
has a “mission program” does not 
necessarily mean that they have 
gained any favor with God. 


3. A Mission Program Was Not 
the First or Most Important 
Business of New Testament 

Churches 


Two members of the Calvary 
3aptist Church in Wheaton came 
to me the other day. They felt 
that the new church just a year 
old, ought to have a “mission pro- 
gram.” ‘They felt that the favor 
of God would depend largely on 


that. But I pointed out to them 
how the church at Jerusalem 
which had 3,000 souls saved at 
Pentecost, and then other thou- 


sands day after day, had no out- 
side mission program at least for 
years! I showed them that the 
church at Corinth had existed at 
least two or three years and pos- 
sibly many more, before it sent 
Paul and Barnabas out as mission- 
aries as discussed in Acts 13. I 
showed them that the plain in- 
structions of God were that the 
disciples should preach the Gospel 
“beginning at Jerusalem.” And I 
promised them that just as soon 
as God called out some missionary 
or as soon as we could find some 
needing support who was already 
doing the kind of soul-winning 
work, at home or abroad, which 
we are doing in our own ®hurch; 2 
would be glad to recommend the 
support of that missionary. But to 
send money just/to have a “mis- 
sion program” would not please 
God. It would really be fitting in- 
to a worldly standard set up in 
the churehes which does not have 
the avithority of God’s Word. 


4. A “Mission Program” May Not 

Please God Because It May Be 

Simply a Substitute for the 

Soul Winning Which God 

Has Plainly Commanded 
for Every Christian 

I know many, many Christians 
who have’*a zeal for “missions’”’ 
who never win a soul and never 
try. Does that honor God? 

I remember a noble missionary 
leader said one time in my hear- 
ing, “The Great Commission says 
‘Go.’ If you cannot go, then you 
ought to send some one.” But no 
one has a right to suppose that 
he can send someone else to do 
what the Great Commission plain- 
ly commands him to do, The pri- 
mary import of the Great Com- 
mission is that every Christian 
must himself win souls. In Mat- 
thew 28:19, 20, the apostles were 
commanded to go and make dis- 
ciples in all nations; and then 
what about the converts? The a- 
postles were to baptize the con- 
verts, “Teaching them to observe 
all things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you,” Jesus said, That is, 
the new converts were to have 
exactly the same commission as 
that given to the apostles! Every 
Christian is commanded to go after 
souls. And no financial aid given 
to a “mission program” alone ful- 
fills that command: Every Chris- 
tian is still commanded to go. 

I do not say that one ought 
not to give. I simply say that giv- 
ing may be far easier than going, 
and every Christian ought to go 
as well as give. 

I know a great church. It is 
fundamentally sound in doctrine. 
The people are, as a whole, clean 
and godly in their lives. They 
are well taught. The Word of 
God is preached every Sunday in 
the pulpit. The church has a great 
concern for missions. In one re- 
cent year when the church was 
supporting between forty and six- 
ty missionaries in whole or in part

only four people joined the church 
on profession of faith! That church 
has only rarely short revival ser- 
vices. That church regularly gives 
no public invitation to accept 
Christ. Those four who joined the 
church on profession of faith were 
not converted, necessarily, in the 
services, but were won to Christ 
by parents or Sunday School teach- 
ers, we suppose, outside. Do you 
think that great church, with an 
auditorium seating nearly a thou- 
sand, often full, with hundreds 
of members, and with a great 
“mission program,” is really 
carrying out the Great Commis- 
sion? I do not! I know many, 
many lost people within a few 
blocks of that church who are 
unconverted and who have never 
really heard the- Gospel. I be- 
lieve that the mission program 
in that case is an alibi, an ex- 
cuse for people who are not willing 
to really do what God said a- 
bout soul winning. I do not think 
they are all conscious of the sin. 
I think they have accepted a 
very popular and usual idea. But 
I think, nevertheless, it is a sin 
and that the disfavor of God is 
on such a church. 

some years ago I put on a great 
conference on revival and soul win- 
ning in a large Chicago church. 
I brought some noble evangelists 
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and preachers to help me stir the 
hearts of the people to have re- 
vivals and win souls. One night in 
the Y.M.C.A. where I stayed in a 
humble room, I stayed on my face 
till 2 a. m. in prayer, promising 
God that by His help I would 
live or die to bring back mass 
evangelism and see great revivals 
in America. 

Among the noble and _ good 
speakers in that conference was 
one famous good man who was 
greatly concerned about foreign 
missions. I had brought him to 
help stir people to have revivals 
in this country and to win those 
all about them, but his burden 
was not for that. It was far 
overseas. So in the midst of the 
conference he preached on for- 
eign missions and without con- 
sulting me, took a collection of 
365. When the conference was 
over I paid him and the other 
speakers their rather generous re- 
muneration and their expenses. 
And then with sacrifice and real 
strain I made up the loss on the 
conference. It was within one or 
two dollars of the $365 which the 
brother raised for foreign missions 
there on my program! And I paid 
it out of my pocket. While he was 
all concerned about foreign mis- 
sions he did not help to get any- 
body to win souls, and made him- 
self a burden to the cause of evan- 
gelism. 

At Winona Lake, Indiana, in a 
great Sword of the Lord Confer- 
ence on revival, we had the best 
evangelists and soul winners in 
America, and one good man great- 
ly concerned about missions.

the morning period, it will 
easier to keep the attention of 
all, particularly boys, and to get 


them to stay through the entire 
period. Handicraft can be related 
to the subject of the lessons 
taught. Plaster casts may be made 
and painted. Teen-agers may make 
belts, wallets, etc., of jeather. 
Sometimes boys are aul jed in 
making the little felt caps, ‘‘bean- 
ies.” Sometimes boys make kites. 
Little children make paper bas- 
kets, paper flowers, etc.

A little recess is proper in the 
midst of the morning. The play 
should be supervised. Bells should 
be rung, perhaps, and the school 
should be made as businesslike as 
the regular public schools.

Later Elisabeth Howard went 
as a missionary to South Ameri- 
ca. There she married Missionary 
James Elliot. A few weeks ago 
James Elliot, along with four other 
missionaries, in a desperate at- 
tempt to take the Gospel to the 
Auca Indians in the forests of 
Ecuador, were murdered by the 
savages. 

Now this lovely young Christian 
woman is left a widow with a 
baby. But what kind of Christians 
does God select upon whom He 
bestows the honor of bearing suf- 
fering and a broken heart for 
Him? That will be made clearer 
by two poems written by Elisa- 
beth Howard which were publish- 
ed in the Sunday School Times 
and which we reprint here with 
prateful thanks to that noble 
Christian magazine. It’ will be 
noted that both of these poems 
were written while Elisabeth 
Howard was a college student, 
long before she had gone to the 
mission field and suffered such a 
loss for Christ.

chairman of the New Testament 
Department of Faith Theological 
Seminary, Elkins Park, Philadel- 
phia, has won the first prize of 
$1,500 in their Christian textbook 
contest for 1955. 


Dr. Harris was awarded the 
prize on the basis of a manuscript 
“The Inspiration and Canonicity 
of the Bible,” which will be pub- 
lished by Zondervan this spring. 
The first part of the manuscript 
deals with the basis and history 
of the belief in the verbal inspira- 
tion of the Bible, with considera- 
tion of various objections to the 
historical Christian position. The 
second part deals with the prin- 
ciples on which the books of the 
Old and New Testaments were 
chosen, and why these books and 
no others are believed to be in-

Dr. Harris has been a member 
of the faculty of Faith Theological 
Seminary since its founding in 
1937. He is also the author of 
“An Introductory Hebrew Gram- 
mar” issued in 1950 by Eerdmans 
Publishing Company, Grand Rap- 
ids, Mich: He is president of the 
Oriental Club of Philadelphia and 
of the Willow Grove Christian 
School Association, and was one 
of the founders and past secre- 
taries of the Evangelical Theo- 
logical Society.

Ill. What Are Worthy 
Missionary Fields? 
There are worthy missionary 
appeals and we ought to use them. 
But certain great facts stand out 


surely in any honest study of the 
Word of God. 


1. Every Person Is Certainly 
Obligated to Try to Win 
Those About Him 
A young minister wrote me that 
he wanted to be an evangelist. 


Could I bring him from the South 
and get some Chicago church to 
have him for a revival compaign? 
I wrote back that when he set 
the woods on fire in his home 
community, some other community 
would want him for a revival. And 
when he set that southern state 
on fire with soul winning, then 
somebody else would hear about 
it and perhaps bring him to 
Chicago. But I told him that God 
intended for him to make good 
where he was, among those who 
knew him, wherever he would 
have an invitation with the con- 
tacts that he already had. 

So one plan clear in the Great 
Commission is that every Chris- 
tian should begin at his own Jeru- 
salem. Every Christian should be- 
gin like the Gadarene demoniac 
when he was converted, at his own 
father’s house. Charity is not the 
only thing that begins at home. 
Soul winning begins there, too! 

The disciples had already heard 
the Great Commission before Pen- 


their first duty was in Jerusalem. 
And they waited on God in the 
upper room and prayed down the 
power of God and then with brok- 
en hearts and with holy endue- 
ment from God, th@y Won thou- 
sands of souls in Jerusalem! Win 
the souls at hand where you are! 
That is the first appeal in the 
Bible and that is a worthy mis- 
sionary appeal, 

2. Where God’s Spirit Clearly 

Leads, There People 
Should Work 
Every Christian can have the 


tecost, but they understood thaf 


clear leading of God. He can know 


what God wants him to do. Every 


Christian should set out to win 
souls within the clear leading of 
God. 


No one ought to be expected to 
support a denominational program 
except as God leads tosupport that 
program, detail by detail. No one 
should expect to support missions 
simply because it is missions. No 
one should be expected to go to 
the foreign mission field unless 
he is called to the foreign mission 
field. Every Christian owes allegi- 
ance to the _lordship of Jesus 
Christ! Every Christian can have 
and ought to have the clear lead- 
ing of God as to where he should 
go, how he should labor, where 
he should give his money. Surely 
that appeal will always be right. 
Christians should be encouraged to 
pray and find the will of God 
both about where to go and where 
to give. 


3. Give in Proportion to the 
Way God Blesses With 
Souls 
I believe that everywhere peo- 
ple ought to support mission cau- 
ses in proportion to the way those 
mission causes have the blessing 
of God. If God uses them to win 
many thousands of souls, well and 
good. Any mission cause should 
prove itself worthy of support by 

the day-by-day results. 


I am an evangelist. For long 
years I have felt that I ought, 
other things being equal, to hold 
revival campaigns where there is 
the best chance of winning souls. 
I ought not rely on human wis- 
dom, of course. If I can have the 
clear leading of God where to 
go, then I ought to obey implicitly. 
But with sanctified Christian judg- 
ment, I ought to be largely in- 
fluenced by the best opportunity 
to win souls, 


Some people suppose that an 
evangelist ought to go to a small 
crowd as quickly as to a large 
crowd. Some people suppose that 
an evangelist ought to accept ev- 
ery invitation in the order in 
which it comes. But I do not 
think so. Paul determined to go 
to Rome, the center of the Ro- 
man Empire, just as he went to 
the other principal cities of the 
empire. He felt that the more op-

and sustained in knowing that we 
shall see them again! 


Death to the children of God 
is no “King of Terrors!” To the 
believer, death means only to be, 
‘Absent from the body—at home 
with the Lord!’ (II Cor. 5:8). 
After the Saviour’s victory over 
death, the apostles seldom used 
the word “death” to express the 
close of a Christian’s earthly life. 
The terms used were: “sleep,” 
“at home with the Lord,” “de- 
part,” or, “loose the moorings,” 
as a vessel about to set out to 
sea! 

It is the custom of some native 
African Christians to refer to 
their dead who “die in the Lord,” 
not as having departed, but as 
having arrived! ;

When Dr. Rees preached last in 
North Wales, a friend said to him,

Rees.”” The old gentleman did not 
say anything. When he got into 
the pulpit, he said, “There is a 
wee white flower that comes at 
this season of the year. Sometimes 


it comes up through the snow and | 


frost. We are all glad to see the 
snowdrop, because it proclaims 
that winter is over and summer is 
at hand. A friend has reminded 
me that I am whitening fast. But 
heed not that, brother. It is to me 
a proof that my winter will soon 
be over; that I shall have done 
presently with the cold, east winds 
and the frosts of earth, and that 
my summer, my eternal summer, 
is at hand!” 


No. chilling winds, nor pois’nous 
breath, 

Can reach that healthful shore; 

Sickness and sorrow, pain and

death, 
Are felt and feared no more! 


“For, lo, the winter is past, the 
rain is over and gone; The flowers 
appear on the earth; the time of 
the singing of birds is come, and 
the voice of the turtle is heard 
in our land.”—Song of Sol. 2:11, 
12. 

Contemplating the end of his 
earthly journey, and being “sus- 
tained and soothed by an unfal- 
tering trust,” Paul expressed the 
ardent wish of his glowing heart 
thus, ‘For I have a desire to de- 
part, and to be with Christ; 
which is far better’ (Phil. 1:23). 

It will take the unending aeons 
of eternity to fully disclose how 
much better it is for God’s child- 
ren to pass to the home, “not 
made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens,” than to remain in 
earth’s night with its sorrow and 
suffering! There they will behold 
the King in His beauty, and be 
forever with the Lord! As God’s 
children stand at the opal gates 
of death, the living one, Jesus, 
will unlock the gates, and will 
accompany them through the val- 
ley of the shadow of death. His 
presence will illumine the valley, 
and render them unafraid! 

“At evening time it shall be 
light.”—Zech,. 14:7b. 


How different it is with those 
who come to journey’s end with- 
out God and without hope! An 
old Indian chief was told of the 
Saviour. The missionary tried to 
persuade the chief to accept 
Christ as his ONLY hope of eter- 
nal life. Said the old chief, ‘The 
Jesus road is good, but I have 
followed the Indian road all my 
life, and I will follow it to the 
end!” A year later, the old chief 
stood on the borderline of death. 
As he was seeking a pathway 
through the darkness, he said to 
the missionary, “Can I turn to 
the Jesus road now? My road 
stops here. It has no path through 
the valley!” 


How grateful we are that, even 


in death, penitent hearts may turn 
to the gracious Saviour for “the 


gift of God [which] is eternal 
life through Jesus Christ our 
Lord” (Rom. 6:23). Even eyes 


glazing in death may “Behold the 
Lamb of God, which taketh away

portunity for soul winning,. the 
more call for his services. That 
is a noble and good appeal. 


So the missionary ought to go, 
other things being equal, to the 
place that offers the greatest 
opportunity for soul winning. Of 
course every missionary ought 
to go wherever God clearly leads. 
But wherever the human judg- 
ment and sanctified commonsense 
enter in, one ought to suppose 
that the will of God is for one 
to win as many souls as possible. 


With constant weighing of the 
results, with a holy searching for 
the will of God, I try continually 
to put my own efforts and my own 
money where they will do the 
most to keep people out of Hell. 
I believe that is what Jesus wants 
most of all in the world, and that 
is what I want, too. Is that not 
a good motive? If my missionary 
money can get the Gospel to more 
people when used to print booklets 
and spread them on the foreign 
field as far as there are agencies 
to use these booklets, then that 
may be one of the best ways 
to use the Lord’s money. If I 
can get good Christian books in 
the hands of ministerial students 
and so turn them from modern- 
ism, and set their souls on fire 
to win souls, then those few books 
(averaging about $8 per minis- 
terial student who requests them) 
may .be the best possible invest- 
ment *I can make in future soul 
winning. That, at least, is the 
way the logic runs in my own 
poor, faulty reason. I know, I 
know what God wants most of all! 
He. wants souls saved. And that 
ought to be the principle appeal 
of every mission cause that asks 
money of God’s people. And that 
ought to be the principle object in 
view of those who give’ and of 
those who go. 


In many cases, one will serve 
God better by going out and win- 
ning two souls at home than by 
raising money to win. one. soul 


abroad. At any rate, soul winning 
is the main thing for Christians, 
the one thing for which Jesus 
died, the one thing that makes 
Heaven rejoice now, the one thing 
to which the dear dying Saviour 
looked forward in rejoicing! 


Someone asks me, “Why do you 
not have more missionary articles 
in THE SWoRD OF THE LORD?” 


I answer back, “I do have mis- 
sionary articles. I want more but 
who will write them?” I must 
maintain the same standard for 
missionary articles that I would for 
any other articles in THe Sworp. 
Not many people have the pow- 
er and the fervency of spirit and 
the command of the Scriptures 
necessary to write articles for 
THE SWORD OF THE LorD. But 
every time I can find a missionary 
who will set people’s hearts all 
aburning for soul winning, then 
I will be anxious to have his 
articles, just as I am anxious to 
have that kind of articles from 
evangelists or pastors or Bible 
teachers.

But I am convine- 
ed that just to have a “missionary 
emphasis” which does not ‘neces- 
sarily mean a soul-winning em- 
phasis is not a legitimate ap- 
peal. Thank God there are many 
spirit-filled, sacrificial mission- 
aries who feel exactly the same. 

Let us go back again and con- 
sider the command of the Lord 
Jesus to be filled with the Spirit 
and then “ye shall be witnesses 
unto me both in Jerusalem, and 
in all Judaea; and in Samaria, 
and unto the uttermost part of the 
earth” (Acts 1:8). Soul winning 
in the power of God is the thing! 
It is the thing at home and it is 
the thing abroad! .

“Dark valley!” exclaimed God’s 
child. “It’s not dark! It’s getting 
brighter and brighter, Mother. 
Oh,” he murmured, “It’s so bright 
now, that I have to shut my 
eyes 

As in life, so also in death, the 
promise is sure: “He that follow- 
eth me shall not walk in darkness, 
but shall have the light of life’ 
(John 8:12b). 


How bright is the future for 
God’s children: “Eye hath not 
seen, nor ear heard, neither have 
entered into the heart of man, 
the things which God hath pre- 
pared for them that love him” 
(I Cor. 2:9).: Many of God’s “pre- 
cious promises” have to do with 
our victory over death and our 
entrance into Glory to be “at 
home with the, Lord!” Let us 
meditate upon three keenly an- 
ticipated delights which await us 
at life’s setting’ sun: 
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I. We Will Behold the King in 
His Beauty and Be Like Him! 


Whether we go to be with the 
Lord in death, or whether the 
Lord comes for us, the promise 
is sure: “Thine eyes shall see 
the King in his beauty” (Isa. 33: 
17). What joy unspeakable and 
full of glory will be ours when 
we awaken with His likeness and 
see Him as He is! 

“For now we see through a glass, 
darkly; but then face to face” 
(I Cor. 13:12a). 


Only faintly now, I see Him, 
With the darkling veil between, 

Buta blessed day is coming, 
When His glory shall be seen! 


What transformation our “body 
of humiliation” will undergo when 
we see Him! Then our body will 
“be fashioned like unto his glor- 
ious body, according to the work- 
ing whereby he is able even to 
subdue all things unto himself” 
(Phil. 3:21). John said, ‘Beloved, 
now are we the sons of God, and 
it doth not yet appear what we 
shall be: but we know that, when 
he shall appear, we shall be like 
him: for we shall see him as he 
is” (I John 3:2). 


A little boy was born blind._A 
skilled.surgeon performed a deli- 
cate operation on the boy’s eyes.

Michelangelo walked through a 
great art gallery with some of his 
artist friends. Turning with indig- 
nation he said to them, “Why do 
you keep filling gallery after gal- 
lery with endless paintings of 
Christ upon the cross, Christ dy- 
ing, most of all Christ hanging 
dead? Why do you concentrate 
upon that passing episode, as if 
that were the LAST word and the 
final scene, as if the curtain 
dropped upon that hour of dis- 
aster? At worst, that only lasted 
for a few hours. But to the end of 
unending eternity, Christ is alive! 
Christ rules and reigns and tri- 
umphs!”’

In the teaching and preaching 
of the apostles, Christ’s victory 
over death was central. They had 
seen Him! They: had handled Him! 
Boldly, they confronted the very 
'men who had condemned Him to 
'death, and said, “But ye denied 
the Holy One and the Just,... 
And killed the Prince of life, 
whom God hath raised from the 
dead; whereof we are witnesses” 
(Acts 3:14, 15). 


In speaking of His triumph 
over death, let us do it with joy 
and certainty. 

“For I know that my redeemer 
liveth, and that he shall stand 
at the latter day upon the earth” 
(Job 19:25).

is the subject of our thought to- 
night. 


There are five things about the 
judgment day that are set forth 
in our text: first, the certainty 
of it; second, the universality of 
it; third, the basis of it; fourth, 
the administrator of it; and, last, 
the issues of it. 


I. First, the Certainty of It 


It is absolutely certain that 
there is to be a judgment day. 
“God hath appointed a day, in the 
which he will judge the world in 
righteousness.”’ Men who are living 
in sin may laugh at it; they can- 
not laugh it away. In the days of 
Noah men laughed at Noah’s pre- 
dictions that there was to be a 
flood, but the flood came and 
swept them all away. In the days 
of Lot the men of Sodom laughed 
at the idea that God would rain 
fire and brimstone out of Heaven, 
and destroy Sodom and Gomor- 
rah and the other cities of the 


plain; but the fire and brimstone 
fell, and these cities were blotted 
out. In the days of Jeremiah the 
people of Jerusalem laughed at 
Jeremiah’s predictions that Nebu- 
chadnezzar would come and lay 
Jerusalem in the dust and destroy 
their temple. But it all came to 
pass just as God said, and just 
as Jeremiah believed and pre- 
dicted. In the days of Jesus Christ 
men laughed at Christ's predic- 
tion that the armies of Rome 
under Titus and Vespasian would 
lay Jerusalem’s walls even with 
the ground, and that calamity 
would overtake that city such as 
the world had never seen; but 
historians outside the Bible tell 
us that it all came to pass just 
as Christ predicted, and that Jeru- 
salem was overtaken with the 
most appalling seige in the world’s 
history. All of God’s predictions 
about judgment on individuals and 
nations in the past have come true 
to the very letter in spite of all 
(Continued on page 10)

If we are to judge the future 
by the past—and there is no other 
way to judge it—God’s predictions 
about the future with regard to 
judgment upon individuals and 
nations will come true to the very 
letter, in spite of. all the false 
hopes held out by the false pro- 
phets; that is, by the “liberal 
preachers” of the day.

Of 
course all who are Christians, all 
who have accepted Christ as their 
Saviour, and surrendered to Him 
as their Lord, will have been 
caught up to meet Him in the air. 
But all the rest will have to face 
the Judge in that day. There will 
be no escaping that day. Men often 
escape human courts. There is 
many a thief that has never been 
arrested, there is many a murder- 
er that remains unhung; but when 
God sends forth His officers to

At the first evening of the resur- 
rection morn he suddenly appeared 
before the ten disciples in a locked 
room. All these manifestations oc- 
curred the first day. The Chris- 
tian community was wild with joy 
unspeakable and full of glory.

Saul of Tarsus appears as one 
of the REMOTE ENEMIES of 
Jesus Christ. He was one of the 
most bitter enemies of the Chris- 
tians also. He persecuted the early 
disciples; he made havoc of the 
church. Saul was in Jerusalem 
sometime after the death of 
Christ. He was found disputing 
in the synagogues against the first 
martyr, Stephen. Humanly speak- 
ing, Stephen planted in Saul’s 
heart the seed of the Gospel. Saul 
was present at Stephen's death as 
an official of the Sanhedrin, and 
gave his vote for the deacon’s 
death. Gamalicl.was one who con- 
demned Jesus to death. Saul sat 
at this man’s feet. 

It is pertinent to consider Saul’s 
position at this moment. It was 
possible for him to know EVERY 
CLAIM advanced by the disciples. 
He would have known full well 
their strength and weakness, and 
also what facts they possessed. He 
also was informed of every shred 
of evidence which the Jewish of- 
ficials retained. His very type of 
mind would demand of the San- 
hedrin their strength and weak- 
ness. He knew all about the “lie” 
manufactured and given to the 
soldiers to circulate: ‘His disciples 
came and stole the body.’ 
this be the goad which the Lord 
later reproached him about? 

This fierce persecutor was con- 
verted, not to Jesus Christ only, 


but to become one of the most 
ardent preachers of the Gospel! 
(I Cor. 15:1-8). It cost Paul ev- 
erything to take this position 
(Phil. 3:1-11). He was an am- 
bitious man and gloried in the 
things of the flesh. Thus, he be- 
comes one of the _ strongest 
proofs of the reality and power 


of Christ's resurrection. 
‘Christ appeared to me

He confidently affirmed, “But now 
is Christ risen from the dead”! 
In his various epistles he revealed 
the significance, glory and wonder, 
of the resurrection of Jesus, ‘He 
that raised up Jesus will raise us 
up by Him’ (Rom. 8:11). This 
living Saviour, indwelling within, 
becomes the profoundest FACT 
OF ALL HUMAN LIFE. “Christ 
in YOU the hope of glory” (Col. 
1:27). Paul’s conversion is men- 
tioned five times in the New 
Testament. Three times he tells 
this wonderful event in the book 
of Acts: first in the ninth chap- 
ter as an historical fact; then 
in the twenty-second chapter as 
it pertained to Israel; and in the 
twenty-sixth chapter as it should 
be viewed from the eyes of a 
Gentile. Paul was the most in- 
telligent of Christ’s enemies, and 
one who knew all the facts and 
who was bent on destroying this 
testimony. How. tremendous, 
then, is the FACT of Paul’s_con- 
version and ministry! “For this 
cause I obtained mercy, that in me 
FIRST Jesus Christ might shew 
forth all longsuffering, for a 
PATTERN to them which should 
hereafter believe on him to life 
everlasting’ (I Tim. 1:16). 


VY. The Christian Church and 
Its Day of Worship Is the 
Fifth Infallible Proof 

The validity of this proof is in 
the realm of custom and life of a 
people. It is evidence not in metal 
or stone, but far more valuable to 
history, it is rooted in the REC- 
ORD of human habit and life. Any 
man can change a written account 
on stone or paper. Rameses the 
Second changed names on a good 
many important monuments of 
his time by erasing the author’s 
name and placing his own there. 
But laws also are more important 
for they reveal the degree of 
government and moral order 
existent at the time. Thus laws 
reveal the life and condition bet- 
ter than certain written records. 
This is the value of the code of 
the law of Moses, 
the statutes of the Hittites. 
The fact of Christian churches 
customs must be ac- 


them” 


counted for in some tangible way. 
You cannot explain away such a 
fact as the existence of Christian 
churches. Where did the church 
come from? How did it get its 
foothold? The only answer is 
that it came as a result of the 
individual’s personal faith in a 
resurrected Saviour! The origin of 
the local church goes back to a 
resurrected and risen Lord and 
Master. It was the APPEAR- 
ANCE of Jesus that delivered the 
church from OBLIVION! 


The Christian Sunday is also 
a stubborn fact. The Jews used 
to worship God on Saturday which 
was the Jewish Sabbath. They 
held to this with a ferocious fa- 
naticism. THEY STILL DO! It 
was their national flag, in a way. 
What made the change? It must 
have been a mighty CAUSE to 
overthrow the custom of centur- 
ies! The New Testament records 
that it was the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ on the FIRST DAY 
OF THE WEEK. The early disci- 
ples began and continued to wor- 
ship Him on the very day He 
arose from the grave. Sunday is 
a CONTINUOUS resurrection day 
MEMORIAL! It was “upon the 
first day of the week, when the 
disciples came together to break 
bread, that Paul preached unto 
(Acts 20:7). Tt was also 
“upon the first day of the week, 
very early in the morning, they 
came unto the sepulchre”’ (Luke 
24:1). So as Eve came from the 
side of Adam, so the church came 
from the side of Christ. It was 
the vision of Him walking this 
earth after crucifixion and death 
that gave them their faith. Well 
may we ponder these words, “Why 
seek ye the living among the 
dead?” (Luke 24:5). 


VI. The Sixth Infallible Proof 
Is the Glorious Person of 
Our Lord Jesus Christ 


Jesus Christ is the God-man. 
He combined into His person the 
nature of God and the nature of 
man. As God He could not die; 
but as MAN He could suffer and 
die. He said, “He that hath seen 
me hath seen the Father!” (John 
14:7-9). The personality of Jesus 
was superhuman. He was the Son 
of God, the Second Person in the 
Godhead. He demonstrated this 
not only in His power to produce

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miracles but as to His flawless 
and sinless life. Our Lord Jesus 
cannot be separated from His 
miracles. Remove these and you 
have no record left. His life was in- 
cessantly INTERWOVEN with the 
miraculous. All that we know of 
Jesus Christ was directly connect- 
ed with miracles. ‘““Thou shalt call 
his name JESUS: for he shall save 
his people from their sins” (Matt. 
1:21). He stands alone, “holy, 
harmless ... separate from sin- 
ners.” 


This sinlessness of our Lord Je- 
sus Christ is another important 
fact. The disciples also worked 
miracles, but only under His au- 
thority and permission. None of 
His disciples had the conscious- 
ness of sinless perfection. The uni- 
versal testimony of them all was: 
“Depart from me; for I am a sin- 
ful man, O Lord.” No one before 


or since has lived such a life of’ 


sin-less-ness. His consciousness 
was so elevated, so pure, so free 
from the stain of sin that he 
could say, “Which of you con- 
vinceth me of sin?” He had a 
realization of perfect fellowship 
with the Father. He pointed out 
that other men needed forgiveness, 
but He did not. “I always do 
those things that please him.” 


In Jesus Christ we have @ su- 
perhuman Person, not an ordinary 
man; one who arose from the 
dead, never more to be subject 
to death. We must consider the 
fact of who and what He was. 
The Scriptures proclaimed the 
fact, and this is the underlying 
statement of the apostles, that 
Christ “could not be holden of 
death.” Sin had no part IN Him, 
hence, death had no claim ON 
Him. But on Calvary’s cross, the 
sin of the world was placed ON 
HIM as the sin-bearer. He paid 
this price in full. It is in view 
of His person, His origin, His sin- 
less life, His fulfillment of Old 
Testament Scriptures, and His 
mission to die as a RANSOM 
for the sins of the world, that we 
must consider the uniqueness of 
His resurrection. We could expect 
such a ONE to rise from the 
dead. The centurion said, “Tru- 
ly this MAN was the Son of God.” 


Vil. The Last Infallible Proof 
Is Our Lord’s Continuous 
After Life 


The Christians of all ages have 
sung, “We serve a LIVING SAV- 
IOUR.” Even before His death 
on the cross, He planned to carry 
on. The history of the Christian 
church proves that He sustained 
a CONTINUOUS RELATION- 
SHIP with those left behind. This 
demonstrated that His life in glory 
is real, and those living were con- 
scious of a definite, positive re- 
lationship with the resurrected, as- 
cended, and glorified Saviour, Je- 
sus Christ. 

Great men have lived and died. 
At death their influence died with 
them. The power of their lives 


were limited to written words and | 


deeds. This was the effect of 
Julius Caesar, Alexander, and Na- 
poleon. Who would die for these 
men or their memory today? But 


millions would die for Jesus. He 
continues to exert a direct in- 
fluence in the lives of men and 


women living nineteen centuries 
after “the days of his flesh.” This 
influence is also contrary to hu- 
man inclination, for men by nature 
do not seek Him. Their innate 
prejudice and racial antagonism 
must first be overcome. ‘When we 
were enemies Christ died for us’ 
(Rom. 5:5-7). All this PROVES 
that He who was dead is NOW 
ALIVE FOREVERMORE (Rev. 1: 
18). Salvation is real; Jesus 
Christ is real; His life and power 
is put into the lives of sinful men. 
For in Christ God and sinners 
meet. “There is . . . one mediator 
between God and men, the man 
Christ Jesus” (I Tim. 2:5). 


Conclusion 


In view of the many infallible 
proofs presented, we can come to 
no other conclusion than that 
“This Jesus, the lowly prophet of 
Nazareth, who was led out Gol- 
gotha’s hill and crucified, and who 
was placed in the tomb, and rose 
again, was the SAME. JESUS, but 
now become Lord and Master of 
all those that believe.” The great 
watchword of the church has ever 
been, “He is not here, but risen.” 
This fact alone revived the. cour- 
age of the early disciples. Now 
they could face death, torture, 
sorrow, hunger or thirst, for Him. 


No trial, or suffering, or hard- 
ship was deemed too great a 
sacrifice. Contrariwise, they 
counted it a privilege to bear any 
and everything for Him and His 
approval. Men, women, and child- 
ren braved death in all its hideous 
forms, and with a smile and songs 
of victory on their lips, they per- 
ished. The wrath of man, devilish 
cruelty, torture, misery, was noth- 
ing to be compared to the smile 
of Christ in Glory. The dying 
Stephen shouted, “Behold, I see 
the heavens OPENED, and THE 
SON OF MAN standing on the 
right hand of God” (Acts 7:56). 
For Him alone they could suffer 
the loss of all things and count 
them but dung that they might 
WIN Christ. 


The early church went all out. 
for Jesus Christ. Lands, goods, 
loved ones, and the closest ties 
were broken for Him. Ali was 
brought to His feet. Riches, gold, 
and silver were given to His work. 
“He is not here, he is risen’ was 
the touchstone of faith. This fact 
accounts for the devotion, zeal, 
earnestness, and power in the life 
of the early disciples. They had 
more than just the tangible fact 
that he arose. They had the reali- 
ty WITHIN their own bosoms. Je- 
sus Christ, risen, ascended and 
glorified, sent the Holy Spirit to 
create life in them anew. They 
could testify, “Christ liveth in 
me.” They knew Him (Gal. 2:20). 
They had a CONTINUOUS fel- 
lowship with Him at the right 
hand of God. He was real. They 
had a FACTUAL experience with 
the RESURRECTED CHRIST IN 
GLORY. It was no fading dream. 
It was no hopeless mirage. It was 
no mere stirring in the heart. It 
was the actual love of Christ 
within that swallowed up all other 
emotions. It was the great com- 
pelling reality of the PRESENCE 
OF JESUS. They’ experienced 
within their being the POWER 
of His resurrection. “The love of 
Christ constraineth us” (II Cor. 
2:14). Their spirit was united to 
Him; their love was sanctified by 
His love; their zeal fed daily by 
a fellowship that lifted them out 
of this world. Their universal cry 
was, ““To me to live is Christ, and 
to die is gain” (Phil. 1:21). May 
God give each of us the same 
consciousness of this living reality 
of our Saviour’s resurrection 
(Rom, 6:11). 


You today may experience this 


power and presence of Jesus. ‘If 
you believe in your heart that 
God hath raised him from the 


dead, and confess with your mouth 


Jesus as Lord, thou _ shalt be 
saved. For with the heart man 
believeth unto righteousness but 


with the mouth confession is made 
UNTO SALVATION’ (Rom. 10:9, 
10).
